October meeting 


Patrick Hipple, 
an account execu- 
tive with Cincin- 
nati’s Osborne 
Coinage Co., de- 
tailed the history 
and output of the 
nearly 200-year- 
old private mint. 


The company’s 
archives include 
the dies used to 
strike campaign 
tokens for Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 
Though, he said, 
one of the dies 
cracked during a test strike in the mid-1900s. 


CONA President Steve Petty 
presents Patrick Hipple with 

a CONA speakers medal that 
was ironically produced by the 
Osborne mint. 


Over the years, he said, the company has produced 
$25,000 chips for casinos, cardboard OPA ration- 
ing tokens during World War II, coal company scrip, 
mardi gras throws and Star Wars collectibles. 


He noted one Star Wars medal from the 1970s that 
cost 1/10th of a cent to make now sells for $7,000 to 
$10,000 on the collector market. 


At the end of his presentation, he handed out his per- 
sonal storecard. The silver-dollar size bronze medals 
show Cincinnati’s Genius of Water on one side and 
his contact information on the other 


CONA Secretary Chris Palmer reports, he “gave 
an excellent ...and sometimes enigmatic...story of the 
history of and diverse items produced by the Osborne 
Mint over its many years in business.”
